Damage to the building was esti- 
mated by Fire Chief Thomas Cuff 
at $3,000. 

Cause of the fire is unknown, al- 
though it is believed it started in the 
garage. As there was no partition 
separating the garage and the attic 
of the house, the flames spread 
quickly to the attic. There, fanned 
by a draft of air from the garage, 
they were carried to the opposite 
end of the house. They broke 
through the shake roof and shot so 
high into the air the glow from the 
fire could be seen as far away as| 
Atherton. 

Mrs. Durbin, 28 was awakened a- 
bout midnight by crackling of _the 
fire. At first she thought it was 
rain falling on the roof, and that 
the flashes were lightning. Then | 
the night light she had left on for 
her two children weni out. 

Getting up, she went to the living ! 
room and found the house full of 
smoke. She awoke her husband, a 
one-legged war veteran, who went 
to the phone, but found it dead. On 
his crutches, he hurried next door to 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
R. Armstrong, 69 University Drive, 
to call the fire department. The 
fire already had been reported by 
neighbors, however. 

Mrs. Durbin went back to the 


bedroom and handed her children 
out the low windows to passersby, 


who, seeing the flames, had stopped 
to help. Among these was a couple, 
the man a doctor. They saw the 
glow of the flames while driving a- 
long El Camino Real in Atherton. 
Besides helping the mother and two 
little girls out of the burning house, 
the couple carried household articles 
next door. 

Mrs. Holbrook Bonney, 95 Univer- 
sity Drive, asked the woman who 
she was. 

“Oh, just call me ‘Red’,” she re- 
plied and went on. 

Fire Chief Thomas Cuff warned, 
however, that persons trying to help 
often actually are a hinderance to 
firemen fighting a fire, 

Firemen had the blaze under con- 
trol within half an hour. 

The Durbins stayed the rest of 
the night at the Armstrongs’ home. 

The next morning, the house lay 
in ruins. The burnedout car had 
been pushed out of the garage and 
lay on charred tires, littered with 
debris. Burned and charred wood 
and household materials lay in a 
pile next to the ruined coupe. 

Many automobiles drove by, part 
of the time bumper-to-bumper. Cur 
ious people surveyed the damaged 
building. 

Neighbors came to the Arm- 
strongs’ house to offer food and 
clothing to the burned-out family. 
Mrs. Durbin said she had three- 
weeks’ ironing in a bundle and every 
trace of the laundry was consumed. 
Not even an ash that could be ident- 
ified as the remains of the bundle 
could be found.

Were not the life and the teachings of Jesus identical? The 
Son of God and the Son of Man the same? On Good Friday, how- 
ever, we may not ponder the two aspects of His earth experience, 
for this is our day of “magnificant sorrow”, of sadness that stems 
from the heart’s adoration rather than from any rationalization. 
Today we weep for His humanity, 


This day we need not be told that only a Son of Man could 
suffer so deeply, or that only a Son of God would choose to endure 
such suffering. Today we seem intuitively to recognize this truth. 


We are perhaps more humble on Good Friday than at any other 
time. Humble with the contritions of unworthiness; humble in the 
realization of our inability to reverse time and help the Master bear 
the Calvary burdens; and even more humble as we recall that He 
did not ask us to bear His burden, but only that He might bear 
ours. Good Friday is a day of sorrow—a day when pain and regret 
mingle with gratitude.

The names of these many branches of the 
Christian faith range from the dignified Unitarian, Presbyterian, 
Episcopal, Lutheran, Christian, Quaker, etc., to titles that must seem 
very amusing to members of these churches, such as Pentecostal 
Dancers, The Glory Band, The Peculiar People, The Ranters, The 
Muggletonians—even ‘‘The Holy Ghost and Us”. 


Naturally any “encouragement” to be found in such a variety 
must result from the realization that diversity of interpretation does 
not deny nor destroy the Unity of Infinity. It merely proves that 
men must walk free pathways to their common goal. 


Character? Too Busy 


“Advancement in scientific knowledge without corresponding ad- 
vancement in character constitutes a danger which conceivably could 
destroy our civilization,’ declared Paul G. Blazer in an address last 
year before the American College Public Relations Association con- 
vention at Lexington,.Ky.

Many men devote their entire lives to scientific research while 
few five full-time effort to advancing character. Could this be one 
of the reasons why character is trailing science? 


Two hundred years ago, scientific knowledge advanced slowly. 
Inventions were laughed at. But when enterprising men realized that 
much money could be made from the fruits of scientific research, 
they set up research centers and established college scholarships to 
stimulate invention. They made is possible for men to devote their 
entire time to science. 

On the other hand, character training still has to Struggle along 
on the shoulders of a handful of ministers and public and private 
workers. The rest of us, including the scientists, spend our time 
producing material things and when the end of the day comes, we 
have little desire left to consider character. 

Well, then, what’s the answer? What are we going to do? All 
become ministers and welfare workers? * 

No, material things are important. We need the necessities of 
life and we must work for them. However, there are things we 
can do. 

In the first place, if we have children, we can be worthy parents 
for them. We can teach them right and wrong and train in them a 
will to do what is right. The home is probably life’s most important 
single factor in the moulding of character, good or bad. 

Incidentally, mothers, on the whole, are one big exception to the 
headlong race for money. They work for the husbands and the 
children they love and their compensation is the love and satisfac- 
tion they receive in return and the progress they see in their 
children. 

Another way for each of us to encourage progress in character 
is to devote some time or money to worthwhile agencies. Contribu- 
tions to character-building causes, and voluntary work in these or- 
ganizations, are examples. 

A third way is to pick a job in life serving our fellowmen, rather 
that one that only pays well in salary and employee privileges. Then 
we will be giving our full effort to helping character catch up with 
science. 

Scientifically we are an advanced civilization, but not so spirit- 
ually. Not that we should slow down science. Instead, we must 
speed up character building.

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Little as I enjoy adding to the 
publicity of a ponderous, egocentric 
and insatiably press-hungry Labor 
Mogul, I cannot conscientiously re- 
frain from adding my disrespects to 
those of many others in the matter 
of John L. Lewis’ so-called “mourn- 
ing week” for miners. 

To me it seems a blasphemy not 
only to the spirit and purpose of 
Holy Week but to the memory of 
those brave men who died so gal- 


dying 
words, committed 
to paper with 
faltering but de- 
termined fingers, 
were messages Of 
love and pleas for the welfare of 
wives and children. In their hearts, 
apparently was neither bitterness 
nor desire to dramatize their mis- 
fortune.
